She added, "The 
trick is to use wise judgment and to show a sense 
of maturity and reeponsibillty. This will help yoa 
obtain and maintain — and help others obtlUn aa4 
maintain — college freedom of the press. 

Tbe editor of tbe Vnlvenlty of New Mexico Lobo 
said, ''College newspapers can remain free only so ^ 
long as administrators resist the temptation to 
Burpress them. Most student editors compromise 
on oditortml polletes to avoifd otnsoMilp.'* 

"The truth can only be known If you are free 
to tell it," said Melvin Meyer, editor of the Crim- 
son and White of tbe University of Alabama. 
Meyer, whose editorials on tbe Mississippi riot 
brought threats on bis lite, said, "Basically, a uni- 
versity newspaper must be responsible like any 
other paper. It must not become tbe montbple^ 
at an administration or the mouthpiece of a person. 
And it must not be a puj^lie nAatlons outfit Cor 
its college." 

Arfnring on tbe side that asserts that tbe cam- 
pus newspaper is the last truly free publication, 
Meyer said* "M<^t newspapers are writing editorials 
about AfgbantsUn rat Uraorlng tbe biHBe isnue.

Bacteriology Pro/ Reports 
To New York Metallurgists 



Dr. John Harris, professor oC 
bacteriology, recently presented 
a report before the second Inter- 
national Congreas on Bfeiallle 
Corrosion in New York, which 
showed conclusively that greater 
corrosion occurs In €he proMnce 
of bacterial growth 

Harris, who has been conduct- 
ing research on Tarlons phases 
of corrosion of oil and gas pipe- 
lines in the Kansas Engineering 
Experiment Station, pointed ont 
that field tests and observations 
have revealed a. number of In- 



stances where moisture was 
found between the coating and 
the pipe surface of operating oil 
and gas pipelines. Corrosion was 
noted in many of these cases. 

"The universal presence of 
bacteria In nature makes it im- 
perative that basic knowledge of 
their relationahlp to corrosion 
be developed Ih order to pre- 
TOut or control mtcrohtal ao- 
ctivity," Harris stated. 

Harris urged that further in- 
▼eatlgatlon he made concerning 
corrosion problems associated 
with microbial activity.

Michigan State Finds Solution 
To Communist Speaker Problem 



**The dffferenee Is controversy, hot Com- 
munists." notes the Michigan State News, 
East *IianSli«, Mich. The News said in an 
editorial: 

**If yon blinked you might haVe missed 
him. He was here. Now he is gone. Few 
students would know him by name. Fewer 
than 125 could identify him by face. 

We are referring to Herbert Aptheker, 
editor of "Political Affairs" maga^e Mid 
a rtcQgnlsed mother of ^he V- S. Gommu- 
nlst paiftar. Ai^<ib«k^ s^oi»;in tJnloh 
^^troom tiefore approximately 100 inter- 
ested people. He.tfisctisaed .the BfcGarHm 
Act. 

This phenomenon was entirely in accord- 
ance with the new Michigan Coordinating 
Council for Higher Education policy re- 
cently approved the board of Iraslees. 
*nm VSir Toung Socialist qiub, sponsor of 
Ai<Mrer» followed the policy. And the 
Communist historian was allowed to speak. 

Aptheker Is a man of little significance 
to students of Michigan State, Likewise, 
as a topic for a lecture, the McCarran Act 
hardly raises student Intellectual ehthusl- 
aslh to a fetertsh plteh. 

One hasired |»eople in attendance seems 
fitting enough, doesn't It? 

Last spring, however, was another case. 
Then, one Robert Thompson, also a Com- 
munist speaker, should have been a man of 
little significance to the students and fac- 
ulty of this University. As an- Individiial, 
indeed, he waa not sl^flcant 

He was to speak on. the same campus. 
But Thompson was denied — denied because 
people in powerful and/or influential posi- 
tions beyond the boundaries of our campus 
did not want a Communist to belch out his 
lies on the sacred soil <kf a stat»«upported 
institution of higher jeducation. 

XJw .Mitlitiau legislatnre began turning 
the screw ever so tightly. VVILS radio sta- 
tion took to the airways, warning of the 
^Umitne^t invasion of the enemy and pro- 



testing vehemently lest "our children" be' 
stilbtereed by Satan hlmsell. Furents 
panicked as only parents can panic when 
their gentle offiprlng are about to Succumb 

to Evil, 

I'itimately, the Michigan State adminis- 
tration did, itself, succumb to the pressures 
and banned the Red from using University 
property for his podium. 

Suddenly, Robert Thompson became sig- 
nificant to the studests and^faeiilty. They 
marched and protested. Bally banner head- 
lines were devoted to the evolving story. 
Letters flooded the State News office. 

Kol>ert Thompson did speak, however— 
in the back yard of the Delta Sigma Phi 
fraternity. There should have been 10© 
people there, but there were between 1,&00 
'ancl 2.000 enthusiasts who wauteil.to tfie 
and. hear this significant man. 

These two incidents are extremely re- 
vealing. They indicate that perhaps intei; 
nal academic matters should be under the 
complete jurisdiction of internal University 
authorities. It appears that Unlverstty o*-^ 
ftclals are in a better poslUon to handle 
.such matters. 

Moreover, 4he two incidents clearly show 
how crackpots can make an issue where 
there should be none and then proceed to 
blow it out of proportion. Fortunately, the 
crackpots didn't stand a chance this time, 
thanks to the new policy.

ber). NSA was designed to increase students' recognition 
of their responsibilitlea to local, national and international 
affairs. 

Ill tlic name of American Students, NSA has spoken he- 
fore United Stated Congressional committees and acted as 
a i»olttloal pressure group ta Washington, where tt main- 
tains a periuanent staff. 

NSA alMt votes (or America's youth at international stu- 
dent meetings. At these meetings It is assumed that NSA 
delegates are m^cing tile opinhms of American stuitoala. 

Htudeuts rri<lrls<» NHA because they think it does not 
insure or encourage true representation. Delegates to NSA 
an raroly elector by member areola and are not selected 
on the bastK of knowledge of the Huhjects to be discussed. 

A reef Hi editorial in the Chicago Tribune said "At the 
base of the NSA pyramid are the 1.8 million, many no 
doubt totally uvaware of the orgMyaatkm. At the apex

A motion to introduce new bUls to repeal laws that recently ad- 
mitted Wichlu University to the atete system was hustled through 
the House Bducstton Committee ^rasterdtay by a 10-9 vote. 

The action was initiated after a speech by Wlehtta U. President 

Harry Corbin raised a furor among lawmakers. Corbin. speaking 
at a press conference at the Campus Activities Center, said it was 
"a miracle" that the legislature pasaed the controvental WIchiU 
V. bUl. 

Referring to that part of the bill which establishes WU aa an 
associate of the University of Kansas, Corbin said the clause was 
"a device ... a tMAnlQue, alatost a rattoatilMtlon." 

**Thi» rationale lets us have an autonomous university without 
having to say the sUte had created a third fall state untversity," 
■aid Corbin. ' ^ 

•*Tbe way is now open,** he was quoted as saying, "fttr davelop- 
msait of a flue, full-fledged university in Wichita. This Is the kind 
of break-through ! hardly dreamed about. 

•*It prorMes for expamten la reosaroh, salaries, and ao many 
areas where we have been severely limited. 

"The plan approved by the LegUlature wttl enable us to expand 
ef«i mora rapidly than we eoald have under the hni we originally 
proposed." 

The question of whether the school. If brought into the state 
system, would become a third major university was one of the pri- 
mary issues involved in the recent controversy over the WU bill. 

Backers of the compromise that was ultimately adopted had 
claimed that the school would not become a third university. 

PvepoMHts of the plaa to bring the school tato the state system 
said the educator's words were intended to persuade voters In 
Wichita to approve the changeover, but some legislators interpreted 
them aif Insults, 

Rep. Odd Wlllfaunm R'LAwrenee, said he was "ahiolutely aston- 
ished" to read Corbln's remarks. 

"I beHeve sincerely Dr. COrbin expressed bis true position," Wil- 
liams said, "and I, tor one, eannot turn my eheek now and say 
this isn't what he meant." 

Kep. Kd lioyd, R-Larned, announced that he wonld Introduce the 
bUls to repeal the Wichita legislation. Boyd eald that many mem- 
bers voted for the propo.sala for various reasons including state- 
ments by WU people, "especially ... Dr. Corbin, and by proponents 
of the 'great compromise.' . , . 

"The poKltton of those who voted against this proposal has been 
strengthened greatly today by the chief proponent himBelf," Boyd 
added, "Those who were honestly misled have an opportunity now 
to express their Indignations at such a blatant display of power 
and self-satisfaction.

Equipment used in the clinic 
includes audiometers for testing 
hraring, Ampex high fidelity re- 
search tape recorders, clinic rec- 
ords, a delayed tape recorder, 
and a special language master 
playback. 

Tape recorders are impofftaat 
because a person In tltetaVf 
mu»t l>e able to moidtor

acceptance, according to lliome. 

The delayed feedback tape re- 
corder is used for hearing tests 
in such a way that the person 
being tested hears his speech, 
at a slower rate than his own 
production. As a result he tem- 
porarily flows down, raises his 
pitch and may stutter. 

One therapy rtK>m Is equipped 
with a child' H table and cliatrs 
so that the ohildren are comfort- 
able and attentive In an environ- 
ment oomparable to their physi- 
cal and eaiotloaal matarily. Pliqr 
therapy, ntUlEiag idctarss, 
games, and exercises Is employed 
to relax and stimulate ^ child. 

Each client Is the direct re- 
sponsibility of a cUnlc staff 
member who works with that 
client directly, or closely super- 
vises speech pathology students 
who are dotag therapy work.
